| One week after the big snow- 
storm in the Ozarks, St. Louis early 
today had its first snowfall of the 
\season. It was a respectable and 
adequaté deposit, but nothing like 
the mass of white which almost 
buried Springfield and Southwest 
Missouri at Thanksgiving, while St.

The situ- 
ation rose from the assassination 
of King Alexander of Yugoslavia 
at Marseilles, Oct. 9.

Raids on Evacuated Homes, 


The official Hungarian news 
agency said the “Chetniks,” an or- 
ganization of armed men, made 
midnight raids on evacuated Hun- 
garian homes in Yugoslavia, carry- 
ing off valuables. 

A pogrom, the agency said, was 
announced by the Chetniks to be 
impending against Hungarians. 
The Serb detachment’ entered 
this country only three miles from 
here early this morning and chal- 
lenged a Hungarian border force to 
fight. Only strong disciplinary ac- 
tion by Hungarian officers, they re 
ported, prevented a fight. 

Streets were crowded with Hun- 
garian soldiers. 

(Szeged, with a population of 
135,000, is Hungary's second largest 
city. Budapest, the capital and the 
largest, is only 96 miles away.) 


“Lack of Mercy.” 


The Hungarian news agency de 
clared the “Yugoslav police showed 
a complete lack of mercy to those 
expelled. The refugees were forced 
at points of bayonets to leave their 
homes, often in the night, often 
without any chance to take any- 
thing with them and were then 
marched under guard to the rail- 
road stations. They did not even 
spare a 70-year-old man with an 
insane wife. 
“Among the refugees are 80 
babies. 1000 Hungarians have been 
expelled from the Baranya district, 
1500 from Novisad, and 1500 from 
Subotica.” 
High Feeling in Villages. 

Indignation was great in Hun- 
garian border villages. Serb troops, 
wearing their emblem of a skull 
and crossbones, shouted threats and 
imprecations at Hungarians, aw 
thorities reported. 
Szeged and nearby towns were 
filled to overflowing with weary 
and frightened refugees. Increas- 
ing the fear was the knowledge that 
Yugoslav forces are far superior 
to Hungarian troops along the 
frontier. 


Many of the refugees were so ill 
they required hospital treatment. 
Four hundred were added liast 
night to the 1308 who had arrived 
yesterday and the preceding night, 
Another refugee train was expected, 
The emigres told stories of mis 
treatment at the hands of Yugo- 
slays.

The NRA Extension. 
This platform was presented 
earlier in the week and was de-

The added recommendation for 
extension of NRA petitioned the 
Government to end its control over 
industry except as necessary to per- 
mit fair, free and open competition 
and to conserve natural resources.

Only Way to Recovery. 

In the introduction, the platform 
asserted that the only sure way to 
security, stability and progress was 
to promote recovery by the re-em- 
ployment of labor and capital in 
private enterprise. This feature was 
stressed before the manufacturers 
yesterday by Secretary of Com- 
merce Roper, 

The new platform, differing only 
slightly from the original plan urg- 
ing orthodox economic measures as 
a basis for co-operation with the 
Government, was modified only to 
the extent of inclusion of the 
planks on the NRA and social 
security.

Pupils Taken From Schools. 
Scenes were reminiscent of the 
expulsion of aliens from enemy 
countries during the World War 
today, as thousands of additional 
Hungarians came over the border 
from Yugoslavia. 

Dozens of school children, still 
carrying their textbooks, said Yugo- 
slav police had taken them from 
classrooms for immediate deporta- 
tion without their parents. Other 
children without guardians carried 
large paper labels of identification.

The first thousand refugees spent 
last night on beds of straw and 
leaves.

through the League without any 
thought of br aking our relations 
with Hungary.” 
From the Foreign Office also 
came a denial that the expelled 
Hungarians had been mistreated or 
that their deportation was illegal. 
Failure of 27,000 of the 400,000 
Hungarians living in the Slav kign- 
dom to forswear allegiance to their 
native land was cited as the rea- 
son for their expulsion The Govy- 
ernment explained it desired to 
avoid the possibility that the pres- 
ence in the country of so many 
unnaturalized Hungarians should 
encourage agitation for treaty re- 
Vision to restore parts of the terri- 
tory to Hungary. 

Ten Days of Grace. 
In his denial that the deportees 
had been mistreated, Assist-nt 
Minister for Foreign Affairs 
Purich asserted that as much as

10 days’ grace had been allowed to 
enable those affected by the ejec- 


tion order to arrange for their de- 
parture. 

Purich said in refusing to renew 
the temporary residence permits 
of the unnaturalized Hungarians, 
the Government adopted the same 
procedure Hungary pursued toward 
similarly situated Yugoslavs, 

“What we are doing is perfectly 
legal and has been done frequently 
in other European states during re- 
cent years.” 

The Yugoslav ministry denied 
that troops had crossed the Hun- 
garian frontier. 

“There has been no mobilization 
whatever of our troops on the Hun- 
garian frontier,” a spokesman as- 
serted. “Our troops have not been 
reinforced by a single man since 
Oct. 9 (the date when King Alex- 
ander was assassinated). At pres- 
ent our frontier forces are particu- 
larly small because the winter leave 
season has begun and many soldiers 
have been released for vacations.” 

“To Divert Attention.” 

“Reports that our soldiers crossed 
the Hungarian frontier,” the spokes- 
man continued, “are circulated by 
Hungary in order to divert the 
world’s attention from Yugoslavia’s 
protest to the League of. Nations 
against Hungary’s complicity in the 
murder of our King.” 

The official said that from Oct. 9 
until today 2717 Hungarians had 
been requested to leave this coun- 
try. In every case, he asserted, 
their permits to live in Yugoslavia 
had expired and they consequently 
had to leave within 10 days. 

This number represents only 10 
per cent of the total of Hungarians 
living in Yugoslavia, the ministry 
added. 


Yugoslavia became increasingly 
bitter toward its neighbor since the 
assassination of King Alexander. 

French police rounded up mem- 
bers of a band of Balkan terrorists 
allegedly trained on Hungarian soil. 
The Yugoslav press charged Hun- 
gary gave asylum to foreign terror- 
ists and criminals, and the Govern- 
ment at Belgrade decided on Nov. 
15 to demand a special meeting of 
the League of Nations to consider 
charges formed against Hungary.” 

The two nations then hurled 
charges and counter-charges of in- 
ternational terrorism at each other 
and Italy demanded an investiga- 
tion into the Yugoslav charges 
against Hungary.

CHARGE IN LEAGUE 
OF PLOT AGAINST 
DANUBIAN STATES 


Czechoslovak Minister Says 
Forces Behind Terrorists 
Strike at Integrity of Lit- 
tle Entente. 


(Copyright, 1934, by the Associated Press.) 
GENEVA, Dec. 7.—A general con- 


spiracy against the territorial in- 
tegrity of the new states born of 
the World War was charged before 
the League of Nations Council to- 
day by Eduard Benes, Foreign Min- 
ister of Czecho-Slovakia. 

Benes’ charge came during heat- 
ed discussion ‘of Yugoslav charges 
that the assassination of King Alex- 
ander at Marsefilles Oct. 9 was plot- 
ted in Hungary. 

To this Hungary,-through her 
representative, Tibor Eckhardt, 


countered with the assertion that 
Croats meeting in the United States 


passed the death sentence on King 
Alexander, 

Benes’ speech caused excitement. 
to 
the Marseilles crime were organized 
against Czecho-Slovakia on the 


northern Hungarian frontier.” 

Criticising Hungarian authorities 
for giving asylum to alleged terror- 
ists, Benes said the forces which 
permit organization of gangs of ter- 
rorists seek to detach Croatia from 
Yugoslaviam and _ Slovakia fro 
Czechho-Slovakia. 

“They seek to strike a blow at 
the historical development of Dan- 
ubian Europe,” he asserted. 

Just before Benes spoke Tewfik 
‘Rushdi Bey, Turkish delegate, had 
proposed an agreement concerning 
terrorists to reduce the possibilities 
of assassinations, and Benes iold 
the League Council: 

“If such a treaty existed today 
between the Little Entente and 
Hungary, the terrorists acts of 
which Yugoslavia was a victim 
would make Hungary an aggressor 
and the Little Entente would have 
the right to defend themselves by 
their armed forces.” 

Yugoslav Denounces Hungary. 

Bogolyub Yevtich, Foreign Min- 
ister of Yugoslavia, denounced the 
Hungarian Government as re 
sponsible in connection with the 
assassination of King Alexander. 

Yevtich characterized the crime 
as a grave menace to peace and 
said Yugoslavia felt that the out- 
rage at Marseilles was directed 
“against the Yugoslav nation of 
which the King was the glorious 
chief.” 

The Yugoslav Foreign Minister 
charged that the assassination was 
an expression of conspiracy “or- 
ganized and nourished in Hungary” 
and said the most serious form of 
assistance granted the terrorists 
was the direct protection by Hun- 
garian authorities which he said 
they enjoyed in Hungary. 

Gives His Evidence. 

The Yugoslav charges, coming as 
they did on a day when reports 
from Hungary had told of Yugo- 
slav troops crossing into Hungary, 
were heard an audience which 
packed the Council chamber. 

Yevtich summed up what he 
called a chain of overwhelming evi- 
dence against Hungarian authority 
and made the following charges: 

1, During the last six years, 20 
cases of terrorist crimes have been 
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perpetrated in Yugoslav territory. 

2. All these crimes occurred near 
the Hungarian frontier. 

8. Sentences pased by Yugoslav 
courts prove that all these crimes 
attempted were perpetrated by ter- 
rorists from Hungary with arms 
and explosives. 


4, The evidence terrorists 


of 


proved they received systematic 
training in special Hungarian 
camps. 


5. The investigation by foreign po- 
lice established that three criminals 
were chosen in Hungarian territory 
to participate in the attempt upon 
Alexander and that they left Hun- 
gary freely with Hungarian. pass- 
ports. | 

6. A terrorist organization in 
Hungary had abundant financial re- 
sources which exceeded the possi- 
bilities of a private source. 


‘Favors Generai Treaty. 

Yevtich recommended a general 
treaty for the repression of terror- 
ist activities. ‘He said Yugoslavia 
appealed to the League only for jus- 
tice, believing it her duty to call 
attention to perils “that menace 
peace and good understanding be- 
tween nations.” 

“Yugoslavia,” said the Foreign 
Minister, “is convinced the Council 
will render a just verdict. It hopes 
#fs confidence in the efficiency of 
the highest organ of the interna- 
tional community will not be 
shaken.” 

This final phrase was interpret- 
ed in some quarters as meaning 
that Yugoslavia might resign from 
the League unless the nation re- 
ceived what she considered satis- 
faction. 

Then Eckhardt made an im- 
mediate reply protesting that all 
the accusations were calculated to 
throw the responsibility for the 
crime on the shoulders of Hungary, 
describing themas“a campaign of 
libel” and not designed to dis- 
cover the conspirators. 

Eckhardt said that Hungary could 
have resorted to reprisals, but that 
she preferred to allow the League 
to establish the justice of the case. 
He protested against the expulsions 
of Hungarians from Yugoslavia as 
a measure of unjust reprisals. 

The Hungarian representative de- 
clared thousands of Hungarians 
were awaiting “in ruin and despair” 
to be deported from Yugoslavia. 

Eckhardt charged that Croats 
meeting in America had pronounced 
a death sentence against Alexander. 

Denies Hungary Was Involved. 

Eckhardt said the assassination 
was not organized in Hungary and 
that the assassin never lived in 
Hungary. 

“The preparations for this crime,” 
he declared, “must be attributed to 
a secret terrorist organization 
which had its headquarters in Yu- 
goslavia. Alexander was condemned 
to death by Croats and terrorist 
organizations which existed outside 
Hungary. 

“Croat newspapers spoke of this 
assassination and at Croat meetings 


in America, the death sentence 
passed on the King was pro- 
nounced.”’. 


The. Hungarian added that the 
real cause of the crime was the 
international situation in Yugo- 
slavia. 

He said Hungary wanted a revi- 
sion of the treaty of Trianon but 
that she intended to get it by peace- 
ful and not terroist means. 
Charges “Mere Political” Move. 

Then Eckhardt declared that the 
other members of the Little Entente 
—composed of Yugoslavia, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Rumania—were back- 
ing Yugoslavia’s charges, saying: 
“This is merely a political maneuver 
against Hungary.” 

This brought Nicolas Titulescu, 
Foreign Minister of Rumania, to 
his feet with a declaration that, as 
the Little Entente had been at- 
tacked, it must have the right to 
defend itself. “Ministers and Kings 
may be assassinated,” declared 
Titulescu, “but our right of defense 
cannot be stifled!” He demanded 
that the Council session be contin- 
ued until next week.

Thirty-one cotton 
garment makers obtained a tempor- 
ary injunction recently in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Supreme Court, 
restraining NRA from enforcing 
the revised code, which called for a 
reduction to a 36-hour week. 

Pending election of new members 
to the code authority, none of whom 
are to be officers or directors of the 
international association, NRA’s 
general code authority will act for 
the industry. 

At the same time, NRA came to 
the aid of manufacturers who said 
they were adversely affected by the 
refusal of others to accept the re- 
vised code. Manufacturers showing 
a “probable disadvantage as a re- 
sult of the injunction” may submit 
applications to the code authority's 
Industrial Committee for relief from 
the new wage provision in order to 
place them in a more favorable po- 
sition to compete with non-comply- 
ing operators. The first exemption 
was given Miller Brothers of Hous- 
ton, Tex. 

The code authority members re- 
moved were: Stanley A. Sweet, 
chairman of the association, New 
York; M. E. Rowan, president of 
the association, St. Louis; Oscar 
Berman, treasurer, Cincinnati; A. S. 
Phillips, New York; George P. 
Wakefield, Cleveland; E. C. Oster- 
man, St. Paul, Minn.; W. J. Schmin- 
ke, St. Louis; Edward W. Swan, 
Boston; Lester Rosenbaum, Kala- 
mazoo, Mich.; and Sidney L. Bach- 
rach, Baltimore. 

Ralph Hunter, New York member 
of the Industrial Committee, also 
was listed by the administration 
board as having been removed.

Conditions “Nearly Intolerable” in 
Textile Mills, Gorman Says.

CARDINAL O’CONNELL’S VIEW 
OF FATHER COUGHLIN'S UNION 


Prelate Thinks Clergy on Hazard- 
ous Ground When They Try to 
Solve Economic Problems.

BOSTON, Dec. 7.—William Car- 
dinal O’Connell, Archbishop of Bos- 
ton and Dean of the Catholic hier- 
archy in America, last night com- 
mented on the Rev. Charles E. 
Coughlin’s Naional Union for So- 
cial Justice. 

In reply to a question, Cardinal 
O'Connell, who celebrates his 
seventy-fifth birthday tomorrow, 
said “there can be little doubt that 
Father Coughlin has a genuine in- 
terest in the welfare of the peo- 
ple.” 

“I do not sit in judgment upon 
Father Coughlin,” he said, “but ex- 
perience has taught me that, in 
general, clergymen, no matter of 
what creed, are treading on haz- 
ardous ground when they try di- 
rectly to sdlve political or economic 
problems. 

“There is a difference between a 
priest preaching the principles of 
social justice, and his attempts to 
apply the principles of social jus- 
tice through political or other 
means. 

“No priest has a right to speak 
for the entire church, nor commit 
the church to his policies. 

“It must never be forgotten that 
there are always two sides to every 
problem. And we are all privileged 
to question interpretations of prin- 
ciples of social justice which one 
individual may make.” 

Cardinal O’Connell, expressing he 
said, merely his personal opinion, 
asserted, “priests should hold them- 
selves to the high principles of the 
church, and the teachings of the 
great doctors of the church.”

With the growth 
of the city of St. Louis and the in- 
crease in normal sewage disposal 
very little additional load of such 
ground garbage above the 600 tons 
daily, as now proposed, would be 
required to lower the dissolved oxy- 
gen content in the river to 3 parts 
per million or less, which is crit- 
ical for fishes and aquatic life. 

“In view of these findings the 
bureau has recommended against 
permitting the garbage from the 
city’s grinding plants entering the 
sewers for deposit in the Missis- 
sippi River. The figures presented 
in the report are conservatively 
low, and it is believed that condi- 
tions will be even worse than those 
described if garbage disposal by 
way of sewers is permitted.” 

Following other comment, 
Fisheries Service 
tinued: 

“Moreover, the approval of such 
a plan of garbage disposal at the 
present time will set a precedent, 
which, if widely followed, will com- 
plicate and vastly augment the 
problem of controlling stream pollu- 
tion in other localities.” 

The Federal law concerning pol- 
lution of navigable streams permits 
liquid sewage to be emptied into the 
river, without restriction.

C. M. Hay Wants State 
Supreme Court to Pass 
on Ruling Against Ordi- 


nance, 


City Counselor Hay announced 
today that the city would appeal to 
the State Supreme Court the case 
in which Circuit Judge Calhoun de- 
cided the chain store tax ordinance 
was null and void because “unrea- 
sonable, oppressive, arbitrary, con- 
fiscatory and discriminatory.” 


The case was decided on an ap- 
plication by the Kroger Grocery & 
Baking Co., and others, for an in- 
junction against enforcement of the 
ordinance. In overruling a demur- 
rer filed by the city, Judge Calhoun 
gave his reasons for finding the or- 
dinance invalid, and subsequently 
he granted the relief, through a 
permanent injunction, sought by 
the plaintiffs. 

Filling Stations Exempted. 

The ordinance proposed a sliding 
scale of taxation on all stores, more 
than one, under the same owner- 
ship, but exempted gasoline filling 
stations because of the municipal 
sales tax on gasoline. This exemp- 
tion was discriminatory, Judge Cal- 
houn held. 

The tax proposed was $25 each 
on the second to fifth stores; $50 
each on the sixth to tenth; $100 
each on the eleventh to fifteenth; 
$150 each on the sixteenth to twen- 
tieth; $200 each on the twentieth to 
the twenty-fifth, and $250 each on 
allover 25. In the petition, the 
Kroger Co. said it operated 274 
stores in St. Louis, that its tax un- 
der the ordinance, which would be 
in addition to all other taxes, would 
come to $64,850 a year, and that if 
it had to pay, many of the stores 
would have to be closed. Judge Cal- 
houn reached the conclusion that 
the tax would destroy businesses.

Methodist Clergyman Is New 
President of Federal 
Council of Churches.

The Rev. Dr. Ivan Lee Holt, new- 
ly elected president of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ in 
America, will observe the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of his ordination 
as a minister in the week of Dec. 
30, at St. John’s Methodist Church, 
Kirgshighway and Washington 
avenue, of which he is pastor. He 
will then be beginning his seven- 
teenth year as pastor of St. John’s. 

Special services extending into 
the New Year will be held in honor 
of Dr. Holt’s anniversary, and as a 
farewell before his departure for 
Shanghai, China, where he is to fill 
a four months’ visiting pastorate at 
the Community Church. Before re- 
turning, he will attend the celebra- 
tion of the 100th anniversary of 
Methodism in Australia. 

Dr. Holt’s election to head the 
Federal Council was announced yes- 
terday at the Council’s meeting in 
Dayton, O. The office is for a two- 
year term, Dr. Holt succeeding the 
Rev. Dr. Albert W. Beaven, presi- 
dent of Rochester-Colgate Theo- 
logical Seminary. 

Dr. Holt was born in De Witt, 
Ark., Jan. 9, 1886. He studied in 
Vanderbilt University and the Uni- 


versity of Chicago, where he re- 
ceived his degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy in 1909, his major work 
having been in ancient languages.

He 
is author of two books, one on 
Babylonian inscriptions,’ the other, 
a collection of sermons, entitled 
“The Return of Spring to Man’s 
Soul.” He resides at 5068 Wash- 
ington boulevard. 

At Dayton yesterday, after his 
election to the presidency of the 
Federation, Dr. Holt expressed the 
hope that the two-year period of his 
incumbency might see something 
done to bring the reunion of Prot- 
estant denominations nearer. 

“My heart is set on discovering 
those elements which are universal 
and essential in our Christian faith, 
with a view to bringing Protestant 
communions into ever closer fellow- 
ship,” he said.

EX-GOV. BRANDON 
OF ALABAMA DiS 


Famous for His *‘24 Votes for 
Underwood” at Demo- 
cratic Convention. 


By the Associated Press. 

TUSCALOOSA, Ala., Dec. 7.—For- 
mer Gov. William Woodward Bran- 
don, 66 years old, whose “Alabama, 
twenty-four votes for Underwood!” 
gained him national prominence at 
the 1924 Democratic National Con- 
vention in New York, died here 
early today. He had been seriously 
ill since early yesterday, whén he 
suffered two c@mvulsions. He en- 
tered the hospital Saturday for “a 
rest.” 

Brandon’s shout always started 
the roll calls, which totaled more 
than 100, at the Democratic con- 
vention. 

He was a major in the Spanish- 
American War and served as Adju- 
tant-General of the State from 1899 
to 1906 and at one time was State 
auditor. He was Alabama's thirty- 
eighth Governor. 

At the time of his death he was 
Probate Judge of Tuscaloosa Coun- 
ty, a position he held before he be- 
came Governor. 

He was small of stature but he 
had a booming voice. So well did 
his voice carry at the Democratic 
convention in New York that he re- 
ceived many offers ranging from 
positions as radio announcer to 
speaking tours on lyceum circuits. 
One offer of a position as radio 
announcer promised a salary of 
$10,000 annually. 

He was a believer in giving a

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HOW WEATHER HELPS 
OR HINDERS WORKERS 


Dr. McCourt Says Variable 
Climate Is Most Stimu- 
lating Type. 


Science has measured the effect 
of weather on workers, and has 
found many paradoxes, Dr. Walter 
E. McCourt, assistant chancellor of 
Washington University and profes- 
sor of geology, told members of the 
Sandwich Forum at a luncheon yes- 
terday at the Y. M. C. A. 

For instance, he*Baid, statistics 
gathered from schools and factories 
showed people did more work on 
dull, dreary days than on bright, 
sunshiny ones; the temperature 
which produces the greatest physi- 
cal energy in a human being did 


not stimulate the best mental pro- 
duction; and a varying climate or 
temperature was superior for work- 


is found in California or is pro 
duced through air conditioning. 

Years ago, Dr. McCourt related, 
Prof. Dexter Scott of the University 
of Illinois showed a striking rhythm 
in human energy in factories in the 
northeastern part of the United 
States. The two high points of 
production were invariably Novem- 
ber and June, and the low points 
midsummer and January. Prof. 
Elssworth Huntington of Yale 
found, in tests in the northern 
states, that a physical peak was 
reached at a temperature of from 
58 to 65 degrees, and the best men- 
tal work was done at from 34 to 48 
degrees, Dr. McCourt said. 

“It was found, however,” Dr. Mc- 
Court said, “that unchanging tem- 
peratures, even if ideal, eventually 
dulled the energies of the worker. 
A change in season was stimulating. 
A controlled, temperature of 68 
didn’t compare in good results witn 
one varied a few degrees over and 
under that. 

Humidity a Factor. 

“Too high, or too low humidity is, 
of course, detrimental. And in the 
Southern States it was found that 
the energy of workers rose and fell 
annually in a single and not a 
double rhythm, that the winter sea- 
son was far more stimulating than 
the summer.

Two Per Cent Salary As- 
sessment Furnish:d Bulk 
of Missouri Party Chest 
Report Shows. 


Although more than 3000 persons 
were listed as contributers who 
gave $70,718.66 to the Democratic 
State Committee for the recent 
campaign, only 59 of them donated 
$100 or more each. 

The bulk of the fund was derived 
from an assessment of 2 per cent 
of a year’s salary of State employes, 
except in the _ theoretically non- 
partisan Highway Department and 
in the educational institutions.

Mining Institute Addresses Resolu- 
tion to Roosevelt on Water 
Power Development, 

By the Associated Press. 
PITTSBURC.H, Dec. 7.—A _ pro- 
test against the Government’s fur- 
ther development of hydro-electric 
power was voiced yesterday in a 
resolution addressed to President 
Roosevelt by the forty-eighth an- 
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nual American Coal Mining~Insti- 
tute. 

Asserting the members are “.ully 
cognizant of both the economic 
and social benefits” from water 
power developments, the resolution 
requested that “in the ligit of the 
greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber” and because coal “can be 
used more economically for the 
generation of electric power than 
water” the President “consider 
carefully the effect on the vast coal 
mining population” of the various 
power authorities. 

Dean E. A. Holbrook of the 
schools of engineering and mines 
at the University of Pittsburgh told 
the more than 200 delegates before 
adoption of the resolution that the 
St. Lawrence waterway project 
would make 100,000 coal miners 
idle. He also asserted that army 
engineers several years ago had re- 
jected the present Tennessee Valley 
project as “impractical.”

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SCHEME FOR CUTTING 
DEBTS OF RAILROADS 


Bankers Propose Exchange at 
Market Value of 5 Pct. Bonds 
for 2 1-2 Pct. RFC Notes. 


(Copyright, 1934, by the Associated Press.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—Certain 
railroad investment interests are re- 


liably reported in Wall street to be 
promoting a plan to reduce the debt 
burdens of the half a dozen or 30 
railroads for which no early hope 
of earning fixed charges is seen. 
The plan, it is explained, would 
work out something like this: 

The RFC would offer holders of 
sharply depreciated railroad bonds 
2% per cent, four-year RFC notes, 
or securities of similar character, in 
exchange for railroad bonds, on the 
basis of the market price. 

Thus, a holder of a $1000 par- 
value, 5 per cent railroad bond, 
which is currently selling in the 
open market at 50 cents on the dol- 
lar, could exchange this bond for 
$500 par value in 2% per cent Gov- 
ernment guaranteed notes. In ex- 
change for his railroad bond, of 
doubtful value he would get & 
gilt-edged security. 

Reduction in Interest. 

The railroad, in turn, would be 
permitted to retire the $1000, 5 per 
cent bond, and would pay inter::st 
only on the RFC note. In other 
words, the interest would be reduced 
from $50 on the $1000 bond to only 
$12.50 on the note. 

A number of important Wall 
street banking men are frankly du- 
bious about the plan. The group 
promoting it, however, is said to 
have had it under active discussion 
for weeks, and to heve taken it up | 
with various authorities in Wash- | 
ington, including representatives of | 
the RFC and the Interstate Com- | 
merce Commission. | 

In effect, the plan would permit | 
the seriously burdened roads to. 
write off a large part of their debt | 
without the costly and disturbing | 
procedure of receivership. At the) 
maturity of the four-year 2% per | 
cent notes, it is thought, the debt) 
to the RFC could be satisfactorily 
refunded. | 

Proponents of the plan argue that | 
the present market prices of bonds | 
of railroads whose status is ques- 
tionable already discounts such a! 
move, and that some method should 
be evolved to take advantage of | 
these market prices and scale the 
debt down to them. 

Critics Say It Won’t Work. 

Critics of the plan, however, ex- | 
press doubt as to its workability. | 
They sav that unless additional in- 
centives to exchange the depreciat- 
ed bonds for the Government- 
backed notes is given, it is doubtful 
whether any large percentage of 
the holders of the depreciated bonds 
would exchange them. 

For the person who is anxious to 
get a gilt-edged bond, and willing 
to take a sharp reduction in interest | 
in return for security, the exchange | 
offer might be attractive. On thie 
other hand, these critics point out, | 
it is possible that considerable por- 
tion of the holders of the depreci- 
ated railroad bonds would be willing 
to gamble on chances of complete. 
recovery. 

No information was available in|

LOAN TO AMBASSADOR

Pole Acted for His Government in 
Transaction With Late Mrs. 
Mary F. Henderson. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—The 
Polish Embassy has formally ex- 
plained circumstances surrounding 
the purchase of its quarters, as a 
result of misleading accounts re- 
cently circulated by the Associated 
Press. 

“In 1919,” the statement said, “the 
Polish Government acquired from 
the late Mrs. Mary F. Henderson 
the embassy site at 2640 Sixteenth 
street for a consideration of $200,- 
000, of which $40,000 was paid in 
cash and the balance of $160,000 se- 
cured as a first mortgage on the 
property. 

“The then Minister, Prince Casi- 
mir Lubomirski, was instructed to 
act fn thi smatter as the Govern- 


capacity signed all the papers in 
connection with the sale. 

“One-half of the balance secured 
by the mortgage, namely $80,000, 
was dué on Dec. 23, 1932, and was 
paid by the Government on or be- 
fore that. date. 

“The remaining $80,000 was not 
due until Dec. 23, 1935. However,

He said $1,- 
746,000,000 had been disbursed _ to 
banks and trust companies, most 
of which went directly to depos- 
itors. Another $919,000,000 has been 
disbursed for the purchase of pre- 
ferred stock, capital notes and de- 
bentures.

AN ENGLISH PUDDING FOR 
THE AMERICAN APPETITE 


Yorkshire pudding, associ- 
ated in most minds’ with 
English beef, is coming into 
vogue in American homes. 
This recipe is somewhat simple 
and makes a pudding that can 
show itself proudly in the com- 
pany of the Sunday beef roast. 

Yorkshire Pudding. 

Sift one cup flour with one- 
half teaspoon salt and one tea- 
spoon baking powder. Beat two 
eggs and mix with one cup 
milk. Add this to the flour 
mixture, mixing it to make a 
smooth batter, then beating it 
with an egg beater until it is 
full of bubbles. Thirty minutes 
before the roast of beef is 
done, lift it from the pan, pour 
out all but about three table- 
spoons of the fat, pour the pud- 
ding into the hot pan. Place 
the iron rack from the broiler 
oven across the roasting pan 
and place the meat on it, so 
that the juices from the meat 
will drop into the pudding as 
it cooks. Bake in a hot oven 
for 30 minutes. The pudding 
should puff up, be soft in the 
middle and crisp on bottom and 
around the edges. Cut in 
squares and serve as soon 4s 
possible. This is eaten with the 
meat and takes the place of 
potatoes if you wish.

ROME, Dec. 7.—The Stefani News 
Agency announced today that armed 
bodies c: Ethiopians attacked Ualu- 
al, Italian Somaliland, Dec. 5, but 
were driven off following sharp 
fighting. 

The official communique said: 

“A strong detachment of armed 
Ethiopians with a platoon of ma- 
chine guns and cannon made a sur- 
prise attack on the afternoon of 
Dec. 5 on our isolated native garri- 
son at the walls of Ualual in Ital- 
ian Somaliland. 

“The Dubat troops of the garrison 
resisted until the arrival of  rein- 
forcements from neighboring posts.

“‘Government’s Decision 
Is_ Fixed Completely,” 
Says Foreign Of fice 
Spokesman at Tokio. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOKIO, Dec. 7.—The implied ap- 
peal of United States Ambassador- 
at-large Norman H. Davis for con- 
tinuance of the naval treaties at 
Lendon yesterday was rejected un- 
compromisinglY today by a Foreign 
Office spokesman. 

“No government could last a day 
in Japan that compromised with 
the established decision to termi- 
nate the Washington treaty,” the 
spokesman said, continuing: “On 
that the Government’s decision is 
fixed completely and is supported 
by public opinion. 

“We already knew Mr. Davis ad- 
vocated maintenance of the pres- 
ent treaties and his speech con- 
tains nothing new.” 

Referring to Davis’ mention of 
the dangers of “costly competition” 
spokesmen said: 

“We are not seeking a naval 
race. It is Mr. Vinson (Carl Vin- 
son, chairman of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee at Washing- 
ton) who declares the United 
States will build five ships to 
Japan’s three.” 

Meanwhile the Abrogation pro- 
cedure went forward in the Japa- 
nese Privy Council. 

The newspaper Jipi Shimpo at- 
tributed to anonymous naval au- 
thorities the statement that the 
Davis speech shows the intention 
of the United States “to establish 
an overwhelmingly superior navy 
both in the Atlantic and Pacific for 
subjugation of the world. If such 
ambitious plans are unchecked, 
world peace will be endangered.” 

Similar quotations in all the ver- 
nacular papers indicated a common 
source supplied the comment. 

The argument is frequently 
voiced in support of the Japanese 
demand for equality that Japan ac- 
tually has enjoyed naval parity with 
the United States because of the 
latter’s failure to build up to the 
authorized treaty limits.

State Statutes Must Give Way 


Brief Filed in Supreme Court Upholds NRA 
Measures to Block Excess Production 
In East Texas. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Two vol- 
uminous documents, a brief and an 
appendix, were filed by the Govern- 
ment in the Supreme Court yester- 
day in preparation for oral argu- 
ment next week in two oil cases 
from East Texas, which involve the 
National Industrial Recovery Act. 

The two cases, successfully de- 
fended by the Government in the 
Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals, at- 
tacked the validity of a section of 
the NIRA. Executive orders by the 
President, reguiations by Secretary 
of the Interior Ickes and the petrol- 
eum code. all aimed to stop the ex- 
cess production of oil. 

The cases were taken to the Su- 
preme Court by the Panama Refin- 
ing Co., the Amazon Petroleum Cor- 
poration and other oil producers in 
East Texas., They challenged the 
authority of the Government to pro- 
hibit interstate commerce in pe- 
troleum and its products produced 
in excess of the quota fixed by State 
laws or regulations, They also chal- 
lenged regulations requiring them 
to keep production records available 
for inspection by Federal agents. 

Government’s Position. 

The Government contended that 
the NIRA was a valid exercise by 
Congress of the power vested in it 
by the Constitution to regulate com- 
merce between the states and with 
foreign nations; that it did not vio- 
late the due process clause of the 
Constitution, that the conferring of 
power on the President to approve 
codes of fair competition was a 
valid delegation of legislative pow- 


er by Congress to the President, and 
that the provisions of the code for 
the petroleum industry were au- 
thorized by the NIRA. 

Respecting section 9 (C) of the 
act, under which the President is 
authorized to prohibit the transpor- 
tation in interstate and foreign 
commerce of petroleum and its 
products produced or withdrawn 
from storage in violation of State 
law, the brief contended such au- 


thority was a valid exercise of pow- 
ier vested in Congress by the Con- 
stitution to regulate commerce 


among the states and with foreign 
nations. 

Referring to regulations issued to 
enforce section 9 (C) of the act, 
requiring reports of production and 
the keeping of books and records 
open to Federal agents, the brief 
asserted the regulations were au- 
thorized by the act, that the au- 
thorization was a valid exercise of 
power vested in Congress and did 
not violate the due process clause 
of the Constitution, the prohibition 
against self-incrimination or the 
guarantee against unreasonable 
searches and seizures. 


Power Over Commerce. 

Congress has plenary power un- 
der the Constitution, the brief as- 
serted, to regular commerce among 
the states and with foreign nations. 
This power is not confined, it de- 
clared, to the regulation of transac- 
tions occurring in interstate or for- 
eign commerce but extends to any 
and all kinds of activity which sub- 
stantially burden or affect such 
commerce. The transactions sub- 
ject to regulation by Congress may 
often include, it added, matters 
which the sates may regulate. When 
state laws conflict, it declared they 
must give way. 

The fact that the power of states 
to restrict production of oil has 
been recognized by the Supreme 
Court does not, it stated, preclude 
the exercise of Federal power, pro- 
vided conditions attending produc- 
tion are shown to have a direct and 
substantial effect upon interstate 
commerce in petroleum and its 
products. 

The brief dealt at length with the 
production-control provisions of the 
Petroleum Code, seeking to stabilize 
the interstate market in petroleum 
and its products through limitation 
of production to the national con- 
sumer demand. It pointed out that 
the petroleum industry is an in- 
tegrated unit, nation-wide in _ its 
ramifications; the great bulk of its 
products flowing in a continuous 
stream in interstate and foreign 
commerce.

NAMING THE TURKS.

There is 
also the flightless cormorant, a bird with short wings, 
unable to fly, found nowhere else. Brilliant colors 
and strange forms prevail in all species. 

The native animals, from their rare contacts with 
men, are comparatively tame. Paradoxically, it is 
the domestic animals, such as dogs, cats, goats, pigs

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MARRIED WOMEN WITH JOBS. 

One ef the most frequently heard complaints dur- 
ing the depression concerns the presence on peyrolls 
of married women whose husbands are employed and 
who are not dependent upon their salaries for a live- 
lihood. Now comes the American Woman’s Associa- 
tion to express alarm about “a growing sentiment 
against the employment of married women.” The as- 
sociation finds that, in response to agitation, several 
large industries have replaced such women with men 
or with unmarried women. It calls upon women’s or- 
ganizations “to reaffirm and defend the right of 
women to work, regardless of marital status.”

The evidence to support the charge is not known.

“There were no defense attorneys, no prosecutors. No 
appeals were allowed.”

The authority for the Government’s action is found 
in this sentence in the press report: “New decrees, 
invoked after the assassination Saturday at Lenin- 
grad, were carried out to the letter.” This may not 
be clear, but it is strictly constitutional. 

Article 19 of the Fundamental Law (Constitution) 
of Russia provides: 

All decrees, decisions and orders issued by the 
Central Executive Committee must be directly 
carried out throughout the whole territory of 
the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. 

How does the committee proceed to invoke, issue 
or promulgate a decree? That is provided for in 
the Fundamental Law. 

“The Central Executive Committee of the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics,” in the language of 
Article 17, “shall issue codes of law, decrees, de- 
cisions and orders .”’ and, by Article 20, “the 
Central Executive Committee is authorized and em- 
powered to suspend or annul any decree, decision or 
order issued by any other authority within 
the territory of the Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
publics.” 

In a word, the Central Executive Committee is the 
supreme law of the land. It is the Government. 
Chairman Stalin of that committee can say with 
far more truth than did the French Louis, L’ Etat, 
c'est moi.

With 
such soft vagaries Communism has no patience.

Democracy rests on free and thoughtful popular judgment, while dictatorship coerces 
public opinion by preventing free judgments, says Harvard philosophy professor ; 
challenges critics of democracy to cite.a workable substitute; asserts free govern- 
ment in time of crisis may tighten up methods, without violating its principles,

EMOCRACY requires that popular jude- 

ment shall be formed freely, thoughtfully 

and intelligently, or as freely, thought- 
fully and intelligently as possible. Democracy 
is concerned with the processes by which 
opinion is formed. An ignorant, apathetic 
or sullen acquiescence will not do. A manu- 
factured public opinion is only a technique 
by which arbitrary authority is stabilized, 
and opinion is manufactured by préventing 
or destroying those qualities of judgment on 
which democracy depends. Freedom is de- 
stroyed by intimidation and bribery; thought- 
fulness by hysteria; intelligence by censor- 
ship. 

If the state thus manufactures the obe. 
dience on which it rests, or the agreement or 
unanimity of its support, there is no de- 
mocracy. In order to be democratic, the 
state must rest, not upon a political will 
which expresses merely its own interest, but 
upon a non-political will which expresses the 
cultural, moral, religious and other special 
interests of its members. For it is a part 
of the democratic idea that the state, in- 
stead of being an end in itself, worshipped 
either abjectly or enthusiastically by its 
members, shall be an instrument which they 
support and control for the sake of the hu- 
man goods and satisfactions that it pro- 
motes. 

* * « 

The condemnation of Hitler is sometimes 
qualified by the observation that, after all, 
he has “unified” Germany. But there is no 
virtue in unity as such. A lynching party is 
unified. There is unity in death, and in 
silence—in the sameness of mind achieved by 
suppression or intoxication. The only kind 
of unity that is consistent with the demo- 
cratic principle is a unity that harbors dif- 
ferences and renders them benign. The 
supreme test of democratic society is its 
power to thrive on spontaneity and dissent. 

It is unthinkable that government should 
at all times express the desire and opinion 
of all the people; unthinkable because all 
the people never desire and think the same 
thing at the same time, and because it is 
impossible that all the people should con- 
cern themselves with every act of govern- 
ment. Government involves, then, the sub- 
mission of dissenting minorities, and the 
delegation of authority. 

The submission of dissenting minorities is 
reconciled with democratic principles by the 
fact that he who is in the minority on one 
issue may be in the majority on another. 
His submission may be described as provi- 
sional, and is part of a system in which, in 
the long run, he has his chance or takes his 
turn. The delegation of authority is recon- 
ciled with democratic principles by the fact 
that the perSons to whom authority is dele- 
gated are chosen for what they are, and are 
given a mandate which is both limited in 
time and defined by broad principles of 
polity. To such a system as a whole, in- 
volving its disagreements as well-as its 
agreements with their momentary and in- 
dividual wills, the people as a whole con- 
sent.

We can now understand how a democracy 
may adjust itself to emergencies without 
ceasing to be democratic. At such times, 
there is a prior demand for promptness of 


action and for attention to fundamental, 
common needs. Popular judgment always 
gives some rope to the government of its 
choice. It is only a question of how long 
the rope shall be. 

It is desirable that government shall be 
flexible enough so that the rope may be 
lengthened or shortened as the situation 
changes. Sometimes it is desirable for popu- 
lar opinion to drive with taut reins and 
sometimes with loose. In a crisis, it may 
be well to give the official horse his head. 
Provided there is no concealment of facts, 
suppression of opposition or deliberate con- 
fusion of the public mind, this does not imply 
that the driver has abandoned either his 
control or his guidance; he is merely adopt- 
ing the method most likely to bring him to 
his destination. 

« * . 

It is a mistake to describe such a method 
as dictatorship—as if it amounted to an 
abandonment of democracy. I admit that a 
real dictatorship is sometimes excused on 
precisely the same grounds, and there may 
be situations in which it affords the only line 
of escape from political chaos. But a dicta- 
torship—founded on intimidation, censorship, 
hysteria or ignorance—and a temporary in- 
crease of the discretionary powers of gov- 
ernment based on free discussion and gen- 
eral consent, are poles asunder. The latter 
is not an abandonment of democracy, but its 
skillful adaptation to special conditions. 

The rejection of democracy as a practical 
failure implies a willingness to accept some 
alternative. What are the alternatives to 
democracy? There should be a law com- 
pelling every destructive critic to provide 
an alternative. The alternatives to political 
democracy have been tried, and it was be- 
cause they had been tried unsuccessfully 
that political evolution up to 1914 moved in 
the direction of democracy. 

It is a curious thing that those who turn 
in their thoughts from democracy to dicta- 
torship forget that dictatorship consists to 
a large extent in the evils of a democracy 
without its merits. If anyone who is weary 
of democracy were asked to name its most 
intolerable abuse, he would no doubt name 
the demagogue. But, as Plato pointed out 
a good many years ago, the tyrant is essen- 
tially a great demagogue, who is so artful 
and unscrupulous in his demagoguery that 
he drives out all the little demagogues and 
monopolizes the business for himself.

Guardian recently recalled Bismarck’'s say- 
ing that “any fool can govern by martial 
or semi-martial law.” “It is a mistake,” 
the writer continued, “to suppose that a dic- 
tatorship brings the able men to the top. 
The exact opposite is true—it eliminates the 
courageous, the intelligent. . . . No Premier 
in any European democracy has so many 
catch-phrases as Mussolini or Pilsudski ( and 
he might have added Hitler) to call forth 
popular applause so blind and hysterical.”

CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—More than 
half of the people in Alexander 
County, in the southwestern tip of 
Illinois, are on relief, latest figures 
of the Illinois Emergency Relief 
Commission show. 

Alexander County’s percentage of 
relief recipients was 50.7 in Septem- 
ber, the highest in the State. 

In Williamson County, 43.1 per 
cent of the population was receiv- 
ing aid. 

Relief rolls for the State as a 
whole lightened in September, as 
compared to August, by one-tenth 
of 1 per cent, in September the 
average percentage on relief was 
(14.1, or about one person out of 
every seven. 

Families receiving relief totaled 
| 284,000-in September, 35 per cent 
|more than in September, 1933. Sep- 
|} tember costs for relief and acmin- 
istration were 184 per cent higher 
| in the downstate and 24 per cent 
higher in Cook County.

IDENTITY 15 DISCLOSED 


Row Develops Over Whether 
Public or Private School 
Trained Him, 


By the Associated Press. 

BROOKLYN, N. Y., Dee. 7.— 
Brooklyn’s boy prodigy—with an in- 
telligence quotient of 230, topping 
Albert Einstein by 25 points—has 
become the center of a controversy 
over whether he was trained in a 
public or private school. 

Identified only as X, the Brook- 
lyn Ethical Culture School con- 
firmed earlier in the week that the 
youth had recorded an exceptionally
